In the Claims: 

Claims 22-29 have been cancelled. 
Reasons for Allowance: 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not teach all of the limitations of the claimed invention including: 

removing surface regions of the substrate disposed 
generally between the mask elements to create a base 
having a base surface and a plurality of pillars extending 
from the base surface according to the array of mask 
elements, each pillar having a perimeter defined by an 
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orthogonal projection of one of the mask elements onto the 



substrate. 



Accordingly, claims 1-19 are allowed.
